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Ir is with some astonishment we learn that the price 
of ladies’ tickets for admission to the cattle show of 
the Royal Dublin Society has been raised to five 
shillings! By a courtesy usual with all civilised 
societies, ladies are entitled to admission to all exhi- 
bitions at rates comparatively low.

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Tux Dublin Protestant Association has, for many 
years, served as a nucleus for the loyal and Protes- 
tant working classesof Dublin. No one can estimate 
the effect it has produced, without recurring to the 
history of a past time. Twenty years since, no 
such thing as a discussion on controversial topics 
was possible in this city. If such were attempted, 
the rooms were filled by a tumultous crowd, who did 
not confine their opposition to words. Children 
proceeding to schools, and worshippers going to 
churches, were assailed, not merely by invective and 
abuse of the most gross description, but with uncon- 
trolled violence. Many of us remember what a 
scene presented itself after every contested election, 
when to vote as conscience and principle directed 
was looked upon as a crime, and he was a traitor who 
did no wrong. That open discussion is now pos- 
sible ; that children and worshippers can go peace- 
fully to schools and churches; and that Dublin 
returns two Conservative members to Parliament. 
are the results, mainly, of the working of the Pro- 
testant Association. Through the lanes and bye- 
ways of Dublin there lived a large but scattered 
body of Poor Protestants, half aftaid to acknowledge 
their creed. ‘They were courted, indeed, during the 
few days which preceded an election, but were then 
clean forgotten. None knew of them but the clergy- 
man on his mission of mercy, or the physician who pre- 
scribed for human misery. The Protestant Associa- 
tion collected these scattered elements, taught them 
to know each other, and to estimate their strength. 
This is the age of associations. All questions are 
carried not by powerful individuals, but by confede- 
rated unities. And, in the midst of so many antagon- 
istic combinations, it is most advisable that our 
poorer brethren should be certain of the support and 
countenance of those whom l’rovidence has placed 
above them in the social seale. 

For the organisation of their adversaries is all but 
perfect. There are confraternities and societies 
which knit together the young. There are brother, 
hoods and societies of Saint Vincent de Paul which 
bind thousands of the middle aged together by an 
unseen agency. ‘There are secret societies, the rami- 
fications of which are visible here and there, but the 
ends of the threads which unite them are lost to 
view. Like rivers which glance in the sun for a 
while, and then disappear in the sand, we can trace 
the links for a period, and then they are lost. But 
it is only by comparison witha past time we can 
learn how powerful these organisations were, until a 
counter organisation rose up to thwart them. 

The main object of the association is the union of 
Protestants for the purpose of upholding the Con- 
stitution, for the spread of Scriptural education, for 
conveying information on questions which affect the 
interests of Protestantism, for preparing petitions to 
Parliament, and for the general maintenance of loyal 
principles. These surely, in these times, are not im. 
proper objects, and the society which pursues them 
should not meet with discouragement at the hands 
of professed friends. 

It will be said “ such a society is exclusive, and 
its principles impracticable.” Exclusive it is, and 
must be, from the very nature of the case. Any 
society formed for a particular object must be ex-

The Times on France and the Savoy question :— 
M. Thouvenel draws breath and answers faintly that 
the reply of the British Cabinet to his dispatch is not 
a protest. Thereupon he is much eased, and hopes 
the affair may be considered as over. That stage of 
feeling is familiar to English tribunals. A judge 
tells the prisoner at the bar what he thinks of his con- 
duct. He speakes as judges can speak, and as a man 
pects himself would rather not be spoken to, 
At last the prisoner hears the words, “ You are dis- 
charged,” and accordingly walks out of court with the 
feeling that perhaps, on the whole, he would have been 
more comfortable with six months’ imprisonment, or 
a flogging, or anything that squared his debt to so- 
ciety. In some technical sense this may not be a pro- 
test, whatever that means. The sun does not pro- 
test against deeds of darkness, when it happens to 
throw upon them “ intolerable day.” It is not a pro- 
test when that which is spoken in the ear is proclaimed 
from houseto But that is just what the reply of 
the British Cabinet does for the Annexation of Sa.

— ond swollen minions of Sardinia. He 
must interpose mountains between himeelf and so dan- 
us a neighbour. “ Well, be it so,” the writer of the 
ritish dispatch seems to say; “then the world shall 
do justice to this plea. Let us see it in all its bearings. 
So Truth holds her lens, and we see the plea gloriously 
magnified, Out of a world of confusion there stands 
out the professed alarm of France at the adhesions te 
Piedmont and the panic-grasp of Savoy. It is the 
merest trifle in the world, a few mountain slopes ; but 
a drowning man will catch at a straw, and the French 
Empire, at its last gasp, lays hold of this petty prin- 
cipality. Pressed by numbers, a rifleman will rush to 
any shelter—a shrub or a stone. France crouches 
behind Mont Cenis, which it is obliged to hug in its 
desperation. This is France's last. But it is not so 
much the last as to supersede all the other accounts of 
the transaction. That ingenious nation can wrap one 
meaning in another, so that the new shall not quite 
efface the old. The natural frontier, the identity,“ 
the resumption, and all the rest remain, though “ self. 
defence” is just now doing all the work. The King of 
Sardinia is forced to put up with an earlier phase of 
the apology. It would hardly become him to inform 
his newly-assembled people that their imposing phalanx 
had driven France, in self-defence, to seize his patri- 
monial Savoy. So he simply acquaints them with the 
happy “ reunion” of ns | and Nice to an old possessor 
The phrase itself is varied. It would not have done to 
use a term borrowed from the police courts, and im- 
plying that Sardinia had filched what France had re- 
claimed. 

This last plea of self-preservation was irresistible to 
the pen that drew up the dispatch in answer to M. 
Thouvenel. It is shown up in every aspect. When it 
was once conctivable that Sardinia might acquire not 
only Venetia but part of the Tyrol, there was at least 
more to be said for the strength of her new position. 
What has now made Sardinia dangerous to France is 
Tuscany, Parma, Modena, and the Romagna. It is this 
sudden gathering of famous fighting men that frightens 
France from her propriety. Sardinian is now twelve 
millions, so France must look to herself. She has, it is 
true, forty millions ; but what are these forty millions 
compa with the twelve of Sardinia? What are a 
thousand sheep toa single wolf? Fear is proverbially 
selfish and one-sided. We must, therefore, set 
it down to the absorbing of the 
panic, which does not allow of right reason 
ing, and actually blinds the judgment, that 
France has forgotten the converse of her own argument 
—viz., that if forty millions of men want the possession 
of Savoy tu protect themselves against twelve millions, 
what must — twelve millions want to protect them- 
selves against forty millions? At this moment it is 
difficult to imagine a more defenceless population than 
Victor Emmanuel’s. Except their own Apeunines, 
where they can be bunted down like rabbits, they have 
not a stick or a stone to stand behind. As it has been 
justly said, they are the oyster without its shell. But 
there is one point of view in which France's estimate of 
the material means necessary to her safety assumes a 
colossal importance. What if Venetia should really 
throw off the yoke that lately became so loose, and, 
together with the Romans, Neapolitans, and Set- 
lians, flock round the Sardinian standard ? What if 
there should be a Kingdom of Italy? France, we must 
conclude from her own acts and arguments, would give 
herself up for lost. In mere despair, and as the last 
chance of holding her own, she would run a muck into 
Italy, resolved at least to sell her life dear. As any day 
another Cwsar might issue from the Capitol, and flesh 
his legions upon Frenchmen, they would be obliged per- 
force to repeat the enterprise of Breunus. But, in fact, 
they have done so, and, no doubt, it is to prevent Lu- 
tet ia from being captured by the Romans that France is 
beforehand with them. But Italy now has fair warning. 
It sees the securities which France demands for her good 
behaviour even in, the assemblage of twelve milion 
Italians under one banner. suey may guess what 
France would require to reassure herself if the dream 
of Italian unity should ever be wholly realised. 

Englishmen feel it difficult to treat the appropriation 
of Savoy in its material aspects, They loo — to ite 
moral significance, and that isthe view to which the 
dispatch before us confines itself. When we remember 
the way in which France has always advanced upon 
her foes, or her neighbours, we feel it cannot much 
matter to him who occupies the mountain or the lake 
on her frontier, What we shudder at is the moral por. 
tent of France once more advancing, ‘once more tasting 
blood, and gratifying her insatiable land-hunger. The 
thing iteelf is ridieulous. We, who are poopling one con- 
tinent and ruling over half another, smile at the quaint 
historical appetite for bits of border old in story. It is 
with us as when a man who has been all his active life in 
the great world, aud has won a fortune, a fame, or a posi- 
tion out of the broad waste and open sea of life, returns 
to his native town, and finds the companions of his 
boyhood squabbling fer rights of way, window lights, 
fences, and such local trifles or, perhaps, devoting all 
their energies to round a corner, or smooth away a 
rojection in their neighbour's tenement. Certainly, 
fa man has nothing else to think of, his estate is his 
empire, and hie village the world. Let him annex, if 
he can, by love or money, by force or by fraud, the ten 
acres that his forefathers never could manage. But 
the man whose pursuits carry his mind and his inter- 
ests, if not himeelf, all over the world, will smile 
at the microscopic scale of provincial diploma-

The rising was, very possibly, not expected by the 
Spanish Government; and we shall probably not be far 
wrong if we ascribe to their fear of domestic enemies 
the sudden change of policy which has resulted in the 
treaty of peace with Morocco. For some time flerce 
war has been waged by the Opposition, and it was gene- 
rally antici that General O'Donnell would have 
some difficulty in maintaining his position. But his 
chief opponents were amongst the Liberals, and it was 
not from the Carlists that the public looked for an at- 
tempt to revolutionise the country. General O'Donnell 
has himself created the opportunity. He alone is respon- 
sible for the war; and he ought, of all men, to have 
known the danger to which he was exposing his Sove- 
reign in withd-awing from Spain the forces necessary to 
her protection. The Carlists have chosen their time well, 
it cannot be denied. The shoe is just beginning to 
pinch. Spanish enthusiasm held out as long as t 
were conquests to make and battles to win, whilet the 
priests preached — a crusade against the infidels and 
the papers drew brilliant pictures of a Spanish Algeria. 
But now Spain is sadly comparing the cost with the 
results of the war, the sacrifices with the gains, and, 
if we mistake not, she finds the balance considerably 
against her. Even her victories over the Moors, ill led 
and thoroughly unorganised, have cost her dearly in life 
and treasure. The Spanish soldiers have shown courage 
and endurance, but it can hardly be said that they have 
gained mach honour in their repeated triumphs over a 
foe that made war with espiagardas and knives against 
Minies, bayonets, and rifled cannon; and despite of the 
efforte of the Times to excite admiration for their 
yrowess, and to write up their deeds to the level of 
talaklava heroiem, Englishman have shrank from 
expressing sympathy with the conquerors in so 
unequal a conflict. There remain the mere money in- 
demnity and the temporary occupation of Tetuan. 
These results will not satisfy the Spanish nation, nor 
will its dissatisfaction be lessened by the knowledge of 
the heavy losses—2,000 killed and wounded—in the last 
engagement with the Moors. The popular discontent 
at the present moment is, of course, reckoned upon by 
the Carlists, but we can scarcely believe it prevails to 
such an extent as to justify their movement. General 
O'Donnell may yet crush the present rising without 
great trouble. But Spanish nature is inflammable. A 
revolutionary attempt, however trifling, like a spark 
falling upon tinder, may do enormous damage before it 
is ultimately stamped out, and the Government of the 
Queen of Spain is now realising to its cost, in the rising 
of the Carlist party, the value of the disinterested 
warnings with which the English press characterised 
the reckless ambition that led to the war with Morocco.

The Daily News on the Civil Service of India :'— 


In the month of July next there will be eighty ap- 
pointments in the Civil Service of India to be disposed 
of. They will all be filled up by open competition— 
provided only so many fit candidates can be found; and 


eighteen and twenty-two may take part. No solicitation 
no canvassingis required. The only condition is, that 
the young man shall be desirous of entering the Civil 
Service, and willing to submit himself tothe examiners. 
Nor is the prize without value. No Civil servant seems 
t receive a lower salary than £600 a-vear and the salary 
rises after some time to more than £5,000 a year. The 
Civil Service Commissioners have state | very distinctly 
the value of these Indian appointments, and their Report 
of 1859, which contains the information, well deserves 
attention. The British PFatertamilias cannot invest 
in more useful books for after-dinner reading than these 
Civil Service Reports. Certainly the Indian Civil Service 
opens a career full of interest and of pecaniary advan- 
tege in good emoluments, steady advancement for 
those who devote themselves to the service with zeal 
and perseverance, infinite opportunities of public use- 
fulness, the dignity, honour, and influence of the posi- 
tions to which the service may lead, and the liberal 
and judicious provisions for retirement at a moderate 
age. Again, the range of age prescribed is by no 
means narrow. No particular course of special study 
is required for candidates ; in fact, any lad well pre- 
pared to take honour: at any one of the English, Scot- 
tish, or Irish Universities would be likely to succeed ; 
but even if he did not succeed in his attempt, it would 
not interfere with his academical progress. All these 
things, and the difficulties which attend profes- 
sional success in England—the severe and uncer- 
tain competition of the Bar, the moderate expec- 
tations of the Church, and, still more, the laborious 
life of a sachoolmaster—give good ground for 
the belief that the Indian Civil Service appointments 
ought to attract many competitors. As yet the matter 
is not generally known, and publicity is, no doubt, es- 
sential to the success of the new system. For this pur- 
pose it is of great importance to proclaim far and wide 
the conditionsof the contest, and to show that it is con- 
ducted en reasonable principles. Unfortunately there 
is a considerable clique opposed to the system of open 
competition. They have their ideas and theories—in- 
jurious enough upon the subject, and their object seems 
to be to damage the new system as much as possible. 
The best, and indeed the only answer which wi | aatisfy 
them is the answer of practical success, The thousand 
and one objections to opening the Univeftities or 


the (Ordnance Corps to the Middle-Class Ex- 
aminations have only been silenced by the prac- 
tical results, It is not to be supposed that 
the advocates of Indian patronage will yield 


to less cogent reasons. In the meantime it is important 
to watch carefully the statements of the patronage 
partisans, and to elucidate such points as they attempt 
to obscure. Let us take a specimen. Only the other 
day there appeared an elaborate attack upon the whole 
system by which these Indian appointments are now 
made. ‘The writer, indeed, did not goso far as some 
have gone, and say that the new order of things must 
be condemned because successful candidates being the 
cleverest necessarily excluded the stupid lads, who 
woukl thus belef{unprovided for. He did not maintain 
the duty of the State to provide for such dolts as might 
happen to be relations of men of family or influence; 
but he asserted that the sort of young men who would 
succeed in these examinations are not the sort of men 
to do well in India, and that even if they were, the 
Examiners, by the questions which they ask, know 
nothing of their business, 

There may, of course, be some miraculous system by 
which such men as Clive may be discerned, but cer- 
tainly the fact that a lad is the cousin or nephew of an 
Indian director cannot achieve so marvellous sa result. 
A distinguished career at school and college is no mean 
test of a lad’s ability and diligence—in net, it is the 
only test which is capable of being applied : it is cer- 
tainly the ordinary test which men do apply when they 
desire to confer an appointment without favour upon 
the best man. Ready writers may ask Uhy boys who 
can write good Greek and Latin verses, or know the 
history of the Pelasgians, should be supposed capable of 
governing nations? But thatsuch knowledge is no dis 
qualification is proved by the remarkable fact that—not 
to speak of the familiar Lord Wellesley—there never 
was atime at which the Houses of Parliament were more 
thoroughly controlled by men of classical learning. 
Sir Cornewall Lewis, Mr. Gladstone, Lord Elgin, 
the Duke of Newcastle, Mr. Sidney Herbert, Mr. 
Cardwell, Sir R. Bethell, and Mr. Lowe, are all men 
who won honours at the University before they ac. 
quired itas statesmen. Ifany test whatever is to be 
applied for the purpose of determining the selection of 
those who are to enter the public service, that test 
ought to be one which shall mark those who have die- 
tinguished themselves as lads ot brains amongst their 
contemporaries. The great mass of British parents ma 
surely be allowed to understand the best mode of pre- 
paring their sons for the business of life. Common 
sense declares that those lads who have shown most 
industry and ability in those branches of education to 
which they have had their attention directed by their 
parents will probably prove the ablest public servants, 
And this is precisely what has been done. The English 
youth between 18 and 22—just after they have finished 
their general education—are called to compete for Indian 
appointments, and the prize is promised to him who 
shows mv st proficiency in the subjects to which the great 
majority of the candidates have devoted their lives. 
Again, just glance at the lists of successful candi- 
dates, and see whether the Examiners succeed in ob- 
taining the best candidates. It is easy » of 
course, to extract one or two questions, and to ta 
doubt whether the man who put it could answer Ít. 
But if it should turn out that the Examiners for the 
Indian appointments are the very same persons who 
examine at our Universities, nay, more, in some cases 
the very same who used to examine at Halleybury, it

Tux Eureror at tae Review.—The Emperor, on 
Saturday, reviewed, on the race-course near the Buis-de 
Boulogne, the three brigades composing the division of 
cavalry of the Ist corps d’armee, under the comaand 
of General Allonville. His Majesty came from the 
Tuileries on horseback, and Marshal Randon, Minister 
of War, was on the ground ready to receive him. The 
Emperor was accompanied by Marshal Magnan, and 
followed by a numerous and brilliant staff. Colonel 
Claremont, Military Attache to the British Embassy, 
and Col. Count Schouvaloff, aide-de-camp to the Empe- 
ror of Russia, formed part of the cortege. Not withstand- 
ing the unfavourable state of the weather, the Empress 
was present in an open carriage, accompanied by the 
Prince Imperial. It was exactly two o'clock when the 
Emperor arrived, and the troops had already been drawn 
up in two lines; the first composed of the let and 4th Regi- 
ments of Cuirassiers, and 6th and 7th Regiments of Dra- 
goons, and the second of two regiments of Carbineers. 
Their Majesties passed along the front of the lines, and 
the Emperor, on the presentation of the Minister of War, 
distributed crosses and military medals to the regiments 
which are about to leave the garrisons of Paris and Ver- 
sailles. The troops were in admirable order, and the 
six regiments presente! a splendid spectacle as they 
filed off, shouting Vive l'Empereur!” The review 
was over at half-past three. Notwithstanding the 
rain, which fell almost without intermission, a great 
number of spectators had come trom Paris and the en-

He did not in- 
tend to traverse the whole history of the missionary 
work for this purpose, but would confine himself to an 
explanation of the difficulties which had formerly been 
in their way, but were since providentially removed. 
Ín the first place, the position of the society, in regard 
to Captain Snow, had been made perfectly clear. ‘i hey 
might, perhaps, remember that it was originally con- 
templated by them to send out a missionary as the sole 
head of the mission, and that the ageut selected had failed 
the society, The consequence of this was the sending 
out of Ceptain Snow, who, in consequence of the au 

thority given him, hadacted in such a manner as to 
cause many things to happen which it would have been 
better had never occurred. The directions given 
to him were to select a site on the Falkland Islands upon 
which to build the missionary station, and also. that 
having done this he should go amongst the Fuegians. 
Captain Snow selected the site, and went in search of 
Jemmy Button, but after having done so 
much he ceased to carry out the adidi- 
tional instructions of the society. Ile did 
not build up the station, nor bring back with him the 
man Whom he had been commissioned to conduct to 
the station when it should have been built. The conse- 
quence waga delay, owing to his either misunderstand- 
ing or neglecting his directions, and under these cir- 
cumstances, the society thouglit it proper to send out 
the Rev. Mr. Despard, the missionary, who, it was well 
known, gave up a yearly income of £1,200 in Eng- 
land, to accept £500 in a desert island, where 
he buried himself with his family tor the 
purpose of preaching the Scriptures to the poor 
dark natives. Upon his arrival there, he asked Captain 
Snow to bring him to the island upon which the site 
had been sclected, but he defiled his authority, and de 

clined tuemploy the mission-ship for her proper pur 

poses, and actually attempted to run away with her 
elsewhere Owing to this disobedicnce. Captain 
Snow was dismissed, and the matter having 
been brought before the island authorities, they 
decided that Mr. Despard vas right, and 
Captain Snow was wrong. The case was then brought 
to England by the latter, and it was then also decided 
that Mr. Despard had only acted according to his duty. 
and his directions. Here, then, were two decisions 
against Captain Snow, but, not content with these. he 

brought the affair before Parliament, where it likewise 
proved abortive Notwithstanding this, he went to law, 
and after he had spoken for four hours, and examined 
himself for four hours more, he heard from the judge 
that he had “no case,” and that he should be non- 
suited, Captain Snow then imagined that by producing

An Umbrian, Sabine, or 
Samnite province will follow in the natural course of 
events, which Piedmont will not provoke, but relies on 
the folly of southern governments to accelerate. 

The Paris papers discuss the propriety of the expedi- 
ency of the step taken by General Lamoriciere i) seeking 
the command of the mercenaries in the Marches of An- 
cona. It is understood that Napoleon III. has given his 
assent, and shrewd people hint at the secret satisfaction 
the French Emperor feels at the rash suicide of the only 
remaining military name that could marshal any part 
of the French soldiery in opposition to his dynasty. It is 
clear that in professional circles he has lost caste, and the 
friends of constitutional government openly murmur at 
his tergiversation. The speeches he made in the French 
National Assembly are flung in his face. On the 16th 
of April, 1849, General de Lamoriciere spoke thus :'— 

“In going to Italy the forces of France mean to save 
iinot the Roman Republic, which 1 regret cannot be 
saved, but at least to save liberty.” 

Ou the 7th of May, when the invading force was 
beleaguering the Rome, General-Deputy for Paris spoke 
Again 

“ Circumstances are ag grave as they well can be. A 
body of French troops is at the gates of Rome, per- 
haps surrounded and overpowered by the insurgent 
population, ' justly irritated’ by this act of aggression 
or their freedom. Does the Minister (De Falloux) 
mean, yes or no, to carry out this struggle against the 
Roman Republic, which is not in so precarious a post- 
tion as I was led to think.”

AMERICA. 

Liverroot, Arna, 2.-~The America arrived here 
this morning from Boston and Halifax, via Queenstown, 
with dates to the 2ist and 23rd respectively, and from 
New York by telegraph via the latter port to the even- 
ing of the 22nd ult.

The proceedings in the Senate have been entirely of 
a national character. A hill for the construction of 
50 steamships adapted to the African coast, tor the sup- 
pression of the slave trade ; a joint resolution, authoris 

iy the President to negoviate with other nations for 
the right of search within 200 miles of the western 
coast of Africa, and an order instructing the Judicicry 
Committee to reporta bill substituting imprisonment 
for life instead of death, and applying the penalty to per- 
sons fitting out slave ships, were offered or introduced 
by Mr. Wilson. The House of Representatives had 
refused to rescind the rule which restricts a member 
to one hour in debate. The Washington correepond- 
ende of the “New York Herald” reports that the 
settlement of Spanish claims had given rise to the state- 
ment relative to the sale of Cuba to the United States. 

Washington letters state that the Senate had a short 
executive session on the 20th ult , and had taken preli- 
minary measures with the view of resuacitating the 
Nicaragua Treaty, which was recently rejected. Much 
feeling is ssid to prevail about the rejection, as it up- 
sets the calculations of sixteen years, as well as the 
Treaty of Nicaragua with Great Britain, and the 
understanding between the United States and Great 
Britain. Indications of success are said to prevail, but 
it was doubted ifthe treaty can be reconsidered or the 
Mexican Tresty be revived. The Washington corres- 
pondent of the “ New YorkJournal of Commerce” con- 
firms the doubt. The Republicaits refused to ratify 
the treaty, in consequence of the Administration and 
supporters insisting on inserting and retaining in it the 
clause by which the President, and not Congress, 
should determine on the use of armed force. Letters 
from Washington also state that Mr. M‘Lane, having 
refused toact upon discretionary or general orders, had 
received emphatic and explicit instructious to land 
troops at Vera Cruz for the protection of the American 
Consulate and citizens and property. It is stated that 
on the 24th of May and the goth of July last, he was 
authorised to offer 10,000,000 dols. for Lower Califor. 
nia, and the right of way from the Rio Grande to 
Mazatlan, and from Arizona to Guaymas, but that, 
Juarez desiring a separate treaty for this object, the 
nete ation finally fell through.

LICENCED GROCERS AND VINTNERS’ SOCIETY. 
A general quarterly meeting of the members of the 
above society was held yesterday, at their rooms, 
William-street. There was a very large number of 
members present. 
Mr. Micuarn Carey, President of the Society, in the 
Chair, 

Numerous subscriptions were handed in, amounting in 
the aggregate to £15 2s. 6d., some portion of which was 
from members of the trade, who had not heretofore 
contributed anything towards the funds of the society, 
but who felt, from the recent exertions of that body, 
io protect the interests of the trade, it was their 
bounden duty to contribute their quota towards the 
expenses. 

‘The Chairman said, there never was a period when it 
was so necessary for the members of the trade to stand 
well together ; that they were beset by opponents at 
all sides; and that it was only by united and hearty 
action they could hope to preserve their interests and 
that of their families intact. 

A discussion arose as to the right of continuing on the 
roll of members Mr. John Smith, who had ceased to be 
the holder of a retail licence, and who, consequently, 
virtually ceased to be a member. On the motion of Mr. 
James Gilligan, the subscription was received, subject 
to certain conditions. 

The Secretary then read the report of the committee 
for the past quarter, which he said was in every way 
satisfactory, as regards both branches of the society, 
the loans advanced being 40 per cent. in excess of those 
of the corresponding quarter of last year. The receipts 
towards the benevolent fund were respectively for the 
first quarter of 1857, £71 Os. 6d ; 1858, £104 9s. 6d. ; 
1859, £107 Ss. ; 1860, £165 lis. He thought they had 
good reason to congratulate themselves on the result. 
(Hear, hear.) He (the secretary) then referred, at con- 
siderable length, to the project of Mr. Gladstone for the 
extension ot licences, and the steps taken by the societ 
to oppose it, and read some letters from the society's 
agent in London, showing exactly the position of the 
question at present, and the probability of the total re- 
jection of the obnoxious measure by the House of Com- 
mons. 

The Treasurer submitted the following statement of 
the accounts of the society to the present time, from 
which it appeared there stood to the credit of the so- 
ciety, in Bank stock, £1,000; cost, £937 1s. 6d ; deposit 
account. £50; current account at bankers, £549 14s, d.; 
n secretary's hands for petty expenses, 4% 48. d.; total, 
£1.246 Os, Sd, This statement was received with ap- 
plause , 

The President then, at great length, detailed the 
progress of the society from its commencement, to that 
their rd quarterly meeting, and concluded by con- 
gratulating the members on its present prosperous 
condition. 

The Secretary read a long letter from Mr. G. Barry, 
president of the Cork Vintners’ Society (for which we 
have not space at present). It had reference chiefly to 
the present position of the trade. 

On the motion of Mr. M*Gauran, seconded by Mr. 
Nixon, it was ordered to be inserted on the minutes. 

Some other business having been transacted, the

A numeronusly-attended public meeting was held on 
Monday evening, in New Park-street chapel, London, for 
the purpese of hearing a statement as to the progress the 
Building Fund for the erection of the Great Metropoll- 
tan Tabernacle for the Rev. Mr. Spurgeon was making, 
and for adopting measures to obtain additional sub- 
scriptions.

Spurgeon, who congratulated the meeting on the suc- 
cess which had hitherto attended them in this great 
work. Since they met at the end of last year, he was 
happy to say that they had increased very much as 
a congregation, and they could now number about 
1,500 church members, while there was a constant 
and regular stream of inquirers every night of their 
meetings, anxious to join them; and he had 
no doubt that, soon after they had the New 
Tabernacle opened and in full operation, they 
would have over 3,000 Church members. When 
that building was finished, it would comfortably seat 
5,000 persons, while Exeter Hall could contain at most 
$,000 persons. Under the chapel there was a school- 
room, capable ofcontaining 1,500 Sunday-school children. 
There were also several class rooms, and a vestry as 
large as the chapel they we.) now in, where they could 
hold their church meetings. The building was there 
fore a large one, and he trusted, as it was built with 
large intentions, those intentions would be fully carried 
out. 

Mr. Cook, the secretary, then read a statement of the 
building found to the present time, from which it ap- 
peared that there had been received £18,904 15s. 2d., the 
donations amounting to £9,050 98. 6d. ; the collections, 
after sermons preached in different churches by Mr. 
Spurgeon, £5,059 128. 4d; the Surrey-hall fond to 
£5,294 Se. 4d., and the Exeter-hall fund to £881 7s. 8d. 
The expenditure had been £10,904 188.2d., the land for the 
site being £5,100 of that sum, so that there was still in 
hand £8,000 ; but as the contract for the building was 
£20,000, £4,000 of which had only yet been paid, they 
had still to make up a sum of £12,000 to complete the 
erection, £2,000 of that having been promised on con- 
dition of the congregation making up certain sums. 

The meeting was then addressed by the Rev. C. 
Stowell and others, and subscriptions were handed 
in, in the course of it, to considerably over £500. 


Deerauctive Fine at a Tattow Merer’s is 
Somenstows, AND Loss or Live.—On Tuceday morn- 
ing, between twelve and one o'clock, a fire, involving 
the loss of a child's life, and a serious amount of pro- 
perty, took place on the extensive premises of Messrs. 
A. and C. Brown, tallow melters, No. 14, Wilstead- 
street, Somerstown. At the time of the outbreak of 
the fire the inmates were in bed and asleep, but a 
policeman, named allet, noticed the smoke and raised 
an alarm. Ile succeeded in getting into the house, and 
awoke Mrs. Brown, and a servant. In bringing them 
down stairs, however, they were overpowered by the 
smoke, and fell. Two more policemen were, however, 
by this time on the spot, and with their assistance the 
women were rescued. One of the policemen, Chatfield 
by name, entered the burning house a second time, with 
the view of rendering further assistance, but was obliged 
to spring from a window to avoid death. Engines had 
by this time arrived in considerable numbers, and water 
in abundance was thrown upon the building, but with- 
out cflect, After a time the roof fell in, and the fire 
was only extinguished when the bouse and all it con- 
tained had been entirely destroyed. A child, four years 
old, belonging to Mrs. Brown, was burnt to a cinder, 
the remains of the body being subsequently found.
